WILL ACT ALONE IN NECESSARY. 


Great Britain Will Take the Initiative in 
Deposing the Sultan. 


The dominent note of the moment is 
that the time to take action in regard to 
Turkey has arrived, as the deposition of 
the sultan is onenly talked of in English 
quarters where hitherto the slightest in- 
fraction of Turkish authority bas been 
viewed with disfavor. Everywhere on 
the continent, in Great Britain, and in 
Constantinople itself, plans are being 
discussed to supercede the sultan and 
there iz no doubt that Great Britain will 
bea leading spirit 
She is even prepared to act alone if the! 


powers are too slow in co-operating with | 


her. There is no fear, it is said, that so| 
800n as the Britizh fleet clears for action, 
the fleets of the other powers will toliow 
the example, if for no other reason than

There are other indica- 
tions that both the Queen and the Mar- 
quis of Salisbury approve of Mr, Her- 
bert’s aggressive action during the car- 
nage atthe Turkish capital. Probably 
the best indication that the British pre- 
mier has got the bit in his teeth is found 
in the outepoken editoriale of the Con- 
servative press, evidently inspired from 
high quarters, demanding a change in 
the occupancy of the throne of the furk- 
ish empire. Mr. Henry Asquith. who was 
home secretar’ in Lord Roseberry’ cab- 
inet, was the first Liberal to note the 
handwriting on the wal! and he seized 
upon the letter published in the Chron- 
icle a few daysago.

An Interesting Description uf ac Almost

A NEW SEMAPHORE. 


Orders are Now Delivered to Trainmen 
While Going at 50 Miles an Hour. 


By a new system just put in operation 
by the Erie railroad trainmen now re- 
Ceive orders whi'e on the road without 
stopping the train, ae has always been 
customary in the past, says the New 
York Herald. As the triin dashes aiong 
at lightning speed there is expectancy 
and wonder among the train’s crew as to 
whether or not they can catch the sue- 
pended order bag or whether they will 
mies one ard be obliged to slow down 
and back up for it, as in the old days. 

_ Taig service ie a semaphore, which con- 
sists of an upright post, set beside the 
track. Ata height equal to that of the 
ceb window, are placed two arm:, about 
two feet apart, which when the sema- 
phoee is set with orders, extend towards 
the track. A sack containing the order, 
enclosed in a waterproof envelope, is 
suapended between the arms. A sigrai 
to the engineer indicates that there are 
orders tor him in the arms of the sema- 
phore. At nights lights indicate the 
same thing. 

As the engine passea the semaphore 
the arms are extended at right angies to 
tne upright post, with the bag contain- 
ing the orders forthe engineer between 
them. Ifat night it shows a red light 
on both sides as the engine pasees at n> 
matter what rate of epeed, the engineer 
reaches out his arm and catches the bag, 
which is instantly released by the arms. 
As the conductor also receives hia orders 
at the same time asthe engineer, a sec- 
ond bag containing the orders for the 
conducter is suspended above the bag 
for the engineer, and when the latter 
seizes the bag intended for him the arms 
of the semaphore automatically move to 
a diagon 1 position, showing a green 
light at night, and the condactor knows 
that there sre orders forhim. If, when 
the train has passed, the arms of the 
semaphore drop to a vertical position, or, 
if at night time, white lights are shown, 
the engineer knowe that both he and 
the conductor have received their ordera, 
and the speed of the train ie continued. | 

The sacks containing the orders are | 
attached tothe arms by elastic bands. 
which, while they serve to hold them in 
place, offer no resistance}to the hand of | 
the enginecr or conductor. A buil’s eve 
inthe side of the signal light throws | 
light upon the sacksat night.

Grahame, and as they have to be packed 
between Lake Babine and the Findlay 
river before they reach there, the cost is 
necesearily high. 

Mr. Murdock, while in Victoria, will 
interview tha government with the ob- 
ject of securing some aszistance to build 
a trail from Hazeziton in the Skeena to 
the headquarters of the Findiay. The 
distance is not so very great, and the 
country through the trail will gois sure 
to become a popular dist.ict for prospe:- 
tors.—Victonia Times.

Thirty-one and & half pounds of gold 
were lodged in the Imperia! bank of Rat 
Portage, the other day by Mr. Aun, sup- 
e:ntendent of the Mikado miae, asa 
result of a first run of ores from that 
property supplemented by contributions 
from the Golden Gate.
